UPHOLD THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 


Tlio Proslilont Doclaros That Oui'Goveru- 


munt Cannot Aocopfc the lírlUaU Glahn to 
tho Ditíputocl Territory, and Urge.s an In- 
deponclcMt Cominli^sloii of Inquiry. 


"WASHINGTON, Dco. 18.—Tho mossaRO 
Prpsldout Clüvelívnd soiit to conprcss yes- 
terday in connection with tho Vouczuolan 
corraspondonco exproesod in forcible terms 
his bolief that> tho Monroe doctrine, as 
euuuoiatrd to Lord Salisbury in Socrotary 
Oluey's dlBpatch of July last, wiis'^fouuded 
upou substantial coudldo'^ations and in- 
volved our giifoty and welfaroi, and that it 
%vas fully applicftblo to oar pressnt condi- 
tion» and was directly rolatod to tho pond- 
ing controversy." Tiiü prosLdenti says In 
part: 


*'If an European powor.by an extension of 
Its boundaries, takes possession of the ter- 
ritory of ouo of our noigüboriuíf republics 
iigaJnst Its will and in derogation of Its 
rights, it is diiHouit to seo why, to thatex- 
tont.that European power does notthoreby 
attempt to extend its syaiem of govorn- 
ment to that portion of this continent 
•vrhich is thus taken. ThiiJ iü tho preciso 
action which Presldcuti Monroe doclarod 
to bo 'dangerous to ourpoace and safety,' 
and it can niako no dnferonco whether the 
European Bysiom is osiendcd by tin ad- 
Tanca of frontier or otherwise, 


»'Practically, the principio for which we 
contend has peculiar, if not exclusivo, re- 
lation to the United States. It may not 
havo bcon adniitted in so many words to 
tho code of lutornational law, but sinco in 
International couni^ola every nation Is en- 
titled to tho rights bolonfjing to it, if tho 
enforcement of the Monroo doctrino is 
coriethlng we may justly claim it has 
plooo In the code of iuicrnational law as 
certainly and as securely as if it were spe- 
ciilcally mentioned, and when the United 
States is a suitor before tho high tribunal 
that administers iutornatlonal law, the 
question to be dotormln'^d is whether or 
not we prcüont claims which tho justlco of 
that code of law can Hud to bo right and 
valid. 


Monroe doctrino fínda Its recog- 
nition In those principles of iutcrnatioual 
law wh.ch are based upon tho theory that 
every nation shall have its rights protoctod 
and its just claims euforcod. 


"Of eoursQ this government Is entirely 
coniident that under the sanction of this 
doctrino wo have clear rights and un- 
doubted clalmB. Nor is this ignored In 
the British reply. Tho pi'lmo minister, 
while not admitting that the Monroe doc- 
trino is applicable to present conditions, 
Btatos: 
' in declaring tliat tho United 
States would resist any such onterprlüQ If 
It was contemplated Prasidont Monroo 
adopted a policy which received tho entire 
sympathy of the English government of 
that date.* 


*'Asi>umlng that tho attitude of Veno- 
Euela will remain unchanged tho dispute 
has reached sucli a stage as to make It now 
incumbent upon the United Statob to take 
measures to determine with aullicleui cer- 
tainty for its justiiication what is the true 
divlbioual lino bstweon tho republlo of 
Venezuela and British Guiana. Tlie in 
quiry to that end should, of course, bo con- 
ducted carefully and judiehilly, and duo 
weight Hhouid bo priven to all avaihiblo 
evidonco, records and íacts in support of 
the claims of both parties. 


*'Iu order that .such un examination 
should bo prosecuted In a thorough and 
eatibiftctory inamiov, 1 sug;íeüi tliat tho 
Cüii¿;ro»'S make ail adjqante iiypi'oijrmtion 
for iho o.ipeuso3 of a cumiiiU.-iion to be ap 
poiaied by the executive, who shall make 
the uoce.ssiiry invoritigatlon and I'eporC 
upon the matter wita the loast possible de- 
lay. When such report la matlo and oo- 
coptod it will, in juy opljiion, be tho duty 
of tho United Suues to resist by evory 
means In its power, as a willful ag^ression 
upon Its rights und luturests, the appro- 
priation by Great Britain of any lands or 
tho oJioroise of gov^mniontal jurifsdieilon 
over any territory v/nich afiioi' investiga- 
tion wo havo doCc*'m*uod to rightly belong 
to Veue//u.'la.

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SECRETARY CARLISLE'S REPORT 


Bofeat of tho Income Tax Kesponslble for 
tho Treasury JJeficit. 


Washington, Dec. 17.—Secretary Car- 
lisle's annual report on tho state of tho 
finances was sent to cougross yesterday. It 
shows that tho revenues of thegovornmont 
from all sources during tho last fiscal year 
amounted to 
Tho expend- 


itures during tho same p^^rlod ai?gregattvl 
178,41^6, leaving a deficit for tho year 
of iii3,8y6,ii23. As compared with the fiscal' 
year 1891, tho receipts for IS'Jo Increased 
iil7,570,705, although there was a dfcivaso 
of 
in tho ordinary expenditure, 


which is largely accounted for by a reduc- 
tion of ^11,131,055 on sugar bounties. Tho 
revenues for tlic current fLscal year are esti- 
mated, upon tho basis of o.^l3tlug laws, at 
fl31,y07,4U7, and tho expenditures at i544S,- 
907,407, which will loavo a ..daAoit of ^17,- 
000.000. 


For the coming fiscal year ending Juno 
00, 1897, the eecrot-ary oslimatod the re- 
ceipts at Sm-GK7vJ3.130, and tho expenditures 
at ^57,884,19;3, or un estimated surplus of 


Tiio secretary devotes a large share of 
his report to a discussion of tho condition 
of tho treasury and tho currency, in the 
courso of which ho makes an exhaustive 
argument In favor of tho retirement of tho 
greenbacks. H o expresses tho opinion that 
the secretary of tho treasury ought always 
to have autlaorlty to issui Mind soil or use 
in the payment of expensua short ti>uo 
bonds bearing a low Interest to supply 
casual deiielencieg in the revenue. Ko- 
fcrrlng to the cause of the existing strin- 
gency ho says:

A boy could do the

of tho stomach, and a consumptive 
dentist could accomplish a similar re 
suit with a little chloroform and a pair 
of tooth forceps, 
A weak woman 
armed with a darninp: needle, and 
gently pushing it into the middle line 
of tho neck at the base of tho skull, 
could give a Oorbott or a Sandow an 
everlasting knock-out. 
It is nature 
that has made all the elaborate pro- 
visions for knocking out the man; all 
that the antagonist has to do is to 
"push tho button," so to speak. 
For 
purposes of illustration it may be said 
that tho animal nervous system is a 
complex series of electric il apparatus, 
including batteries, wires, keys and 
buttons, and there is not a tenth of a 
square inch on or iu tho whole body 
that is not equipped with such ai^pa- 
ratus. 


Nature has taken the most elaborate 
precautions airainst delayed messages I 
on account of wires being down ; from 
the more vitil and sensitive portions 
.of the body there are always numer- 
ous wires to the main office in the 
brain, and not until the body is dead 
is the last key closed and tho last wire 
grounded. The physiologist opens the 
abdomen of a frog, taps slightly on 
the intestine, and the heart is imme- 
diately slowed or stopped; the pugil- 
ist lands a blow on his opponent's 
neck, and the heart is slowed or tem- 
porarily stopped. 
In each case the 
physiolognl phenomena are the same. 
A glance at the illustration will show 
' that the uerves of the special senses 
^ and some others spring from what is 
practically a common center far back 
in tho brain. 
These nerves are in 
pairs, one on each side of the middle 
line of the body. 
Their exact origin 
in the substance of tho brain has not 
yet been found, but from what hap- 
pens every day it is certain that all 
are more or less intimately connected 
: at thair origin. 
Gazing 'intently for 
• a few seconds at a brilliant electric 
light or at the. sun will often cause a 
person to sneeze. 
The odor of savory 
iood will cause the mouth to *Svater." 
An intensfely disagreeable odor or a 
horrible object will often cause nausea. 
Nausea causes faintness because the 
heart is sympathefcicalJy affected, is 
slowed and does not send enough blood 
to the brain. 
lulling a hair out of 
the nose, sticking a needle into the 
nose, or tapping on a diseased tooth 
will cause tears to come into eyes. 
Mashing the finger with a hammer 
will often cause faintness. 
It may be 
said that all these phenomena are iirst 
cousins of what happens when a man 
is "knocked out." The same is true 
of these curious cases in which a man 
may have a terrific earache from a de- 
cayed tooth, no pain being felt in the 
tooth, or toothache from a hardened 
mass of wax pressing on f.tho drum of 
the ear, or severe headache from some 
eye trouble that can be relieved by 
proper glasses or rest; and of the con- 
dition of speechlessness due to sudden 
fright or to the fainting from fright. 
Several years ago a little child that 
had lost its voice and tho use of its

itself and known as the "intrinsic" 
nerves of the heart. Second, from the 
pneumogastric pair of nerves.

The intrinsic nerves keep the heart 
beating; the other two sets of nerves 
control the rate and force of the beat. 
Thus the heart is to a certain extent 
an automatic organ, and its beat de- 
pends to a large degree on its own 
btructure and ]>roperties.

proved by the fact that when a heart 
is entirely removed from an animal, 
especially a cold blooded animal, it 
will continue to beat for some time. 
The heart of a turtle or frog will, if 
kept moist, continue to beat for days 
after being removed. 


Even when the removed heart of a 


some of the pieces will continue to 
beat.^ But, in addition to these in- 
trinsic nerves, it is necessary, for the 
preservation of life and health, and 
for the equalization of the heart's 
work, that itsbeat should¡be reirulated 
in connection with other chanires and 
processes going on in the body, and 
so the heart ifl intimately connected 
with those other processes through

nerves, 
Each 
pneuuiogaS' 
trie 
nerve sends several 
branches 
to the heart, each branch 
contain- 
ing fibers that, when irritated, slow 
or even stop the boat of the heart. 
These 
fibers 
are called inhibitory 
fibers and when violently irritated 
they may entirely offset the action of 
tl fi intrinsic nerves of 
the heart. 
These inhibitory fibers begin in acol< 
lection of nerve cells in tho lower 
back part of the brain (the medulla 
oblongata), 
and 
this 
collection is 
known as the "cardio-inhibitory cen- 
ter." It is to the heart, in one sense, 
what the air-brake apparatus is to the 
train. 
The more they are irritated 
the slower the heart beats, but with 
this difference—if a well regulated air- 
brake pipe be cut the train will stop, 
while if the inhibitory nerves be cut 
in the neck tho heart begins to beat a 
little faster than before. 
While too 
much explanation of such things ma;y 
seem prosy, it is well for a man who 
is 
hot 
and thirsty 
to remembei 
these thinsrs before he gulps down a 
large quantity of cold water. 
Mori 
than one man has been killed by thai 
act, and killed in the same way as 
though by a kick in the stomach by a 
horse. 
The sudden shock, whether ol 
the cold water or of the kick, pro- 
duces extreme irrtation of the sympa- 
thetic nerves in and behind the stom- 
ach. 
This irritation is communicated 
to the spinal nerves; these send the 
message up the spinal cord to the in- 
hibitory center in 'the lower back part 
of the brain, where the message is 
switched to the pneumogastric fibers 
that go to the 'heart—and the heart is 
^'knocked out." 


All these are examples of what is 
called reflex action—a stimulation or 
irritation reflected from one set of 
nerves to another. 
Other examples 
are blushing, growing pale, reddening 
or paling of the face under the influ- 
ence of alcaholic liquors, reddening 
or paling of the face in anger, and 
sudden deafness or loss of voice from 
tho shook caused by a nudden and in- 
tenso light. 
Again, there is the suq- 
I den bleaching of the hair from nervous 
shock. 
It might be supposed that the 
pains felt in the toes or other parts of 
an amputated limb are still other ex- 
amples of this reflex nervous action, 
but they are not. 
These are due to 
irritation of the nerve stump at the 
point of amputation,and are easilv un-

LTHOUGH I havo spent con- 
siderable time 
among 
the 
stranpfest 
Indiana of 
the 
Southwest/' said Mr. P. W. 
Hodpre, of the bureau of ethnology to 
B representative of tho Washiuf^ton 
Star, "the most weird and yet most 
interesting spectacle 
which I 
have 
ever witnessed in my life was the great 
rattlesnake dance of the Hopi Indians 
of Arizona held in Walpi, one of their 
settlements, a few weeks ago. 


*'Think 
cf looking down upon n 
wide arena high up in ono of the 
mountains of Arizona, a space literally 
filled with dancing, howling savages, 
each holding 
in his mouth as many 
tremendous, 
hissing rattlesnakes as 
ho could place 
between 
his teeth I 
Can you imagine anything more ghast- 
ly? 
Walpi, the principal village of 
the Hopis, stands upon a narrow mesa, 
about sevonty-tivo miles south of San 
iTuan. 
This little 
city overlooks a 
wide valley, about 600 feet below, 
from which there is a narrow winding 
path, almost impossible to climb. 


"Although this festival has 
been 
held alternately in each of the Hopi 
cities, possibly for centuries, it 
has 
only been of late years that white men 
have found their way to these inacces- 
sible towns in the loneliest corner of 
America. 
Altogether the ceremonies 
lasted nme days, during which time 
we camped among the natives. 
Wo 
learned from'the chief priests that the 
dance was to be au appeal to the rain 
god for a cessation 
of 
the 
long 
drought which each year threatens to 
dry up the crops, until the rainy sea- 
son regularly comes to their relief. 


"Theiirsttwo days of the dance 
were devoted to a strange preparatory 
ceremony performed in the sactum or 
kiva of the chief antelope priest. 


"The next four days were devoted 
to the snake hunt. 
This was partici- 
pated in only by the snake ¡jriests. 
Each carried a long-handled hoe, a 
straight wooden rod, a bag of corn- 
meal and a switch made of long feath- 
ers tied in a bunch at the end of a 
thin stem oi willow. 
For many miles 
every prairie dog hole or clump of 
underbrush was searched for rattle- 
snakes, which were put in a bag and 
carried to the city. 
Each man as he 
found a rattler, no matter how large 
or how tierce it might be, picked it up 
in his naked 
fingers, 
grasping him 
back of the neck, but none of these 
hunters ever dared touch a 
rattler 
while he wus coiled. The seventh day, 
the hunt being over, the priests silent 
in i^reparing their paraphernalia to be 
used in 
the 
final 
dance. 
On tho 
eighth day occurxed the interesting 
ceremony of initiating new members 
of the antelope society. 
This cere- 
mony consisted of a simple baptism by 
water and the conferring of a jjeculiar 
title. 
The remainder of the eighth 
day, 
or that 
preceding 
the 
great 
dance, was silent in 
preparing 
the 
dance plaza. 
This preparation con- 
sisted chieHy in tho erection of a kind 
of tent, about midway between the 
line of houses which faced the open 
side. 
The tent was madeot 
boughs 
of trees, formed in a conical pile and 
covered carefully with buiialo robes. 


"An hour or more before sunset on 
the ninth day several large bags con- 
taining the serpents were placed in 
the conical tent in the midst of the 
plaza. 
At last, when tho sun went 
down tho wierd dance began. 
Tho 
first to enter the plaza were the ante- 
lope priests. 
These dignitaries wore 
white kilts, variously decorated, 


"Their bodies and limbs were paint- 
ed with thunder clouds and lightning 
Hashes, their legs were bare, but 
on 
their feet were sandals. 
Their long 
black hair hnng loosely 
over 
their 
shoulders, and plumes decked their 
scalp locks. 
Marching in from their 
kiva in single file, they v/ound 
tbeir 
column several limes around a rock 
which stands near the entrance of the 
plaza, 
afterward 
singing a 
solemn 
chant ay thoy went through many 
strange evolutions. 
After tho ante- 
IfiX^e priests had 
finished 
their chant 
•tho snake iiriests entered, shaking rat- 
tles made of tortoise shell. 
They 
made a march similar to that 
of 
tho 
antelope men, but 
api^eared 
excited 
rather than digniiied. 
They wore red 
kilts, red moec isins and red leathers 
on their 
heada, 
Tht-ir bodies wero 
colored with daubs of red and black 
paint, while tho upper 
half of their 
faces was black, tlic lower white. Hav- 
ing gone throntjh 
some 
evolutions 
they divided themselves into couples, 
one man known as the 
'carrier,' the 
other the 'hugger.' 


"After marching around tho plaza 
several several times, they jiaasod near 
the snake tent, and as each couple 
reached it the carrier stepped in and 
drew from the bag a large rattlesnake. 
Shutting his eyes ho pat the viper in 
his mouth, 
biting 
it 
tightly 
near 
the middle, 
His companion, the hug- 
ger, thereupon put 
his arm 
around 
tho carrier, and led him, 
since his 
eyes remained closed, as long as 
he 
kept the yattler in his moutb. 
The 
couple? moved around the plajsa, the 
dance incomplete unles« each held the 
snake in his teetH until he had entirely 
•Dciroled tho spaoe. 
Thii WM not al- 


ways accomplished, and many rattlers 
dropped on tho grouud beneath tho 
feet of the performers as they hurried 
along. 
About ten of the snake men 
had 
been previously 
detailed 
as 
'gatherers,' and these followed the 
procession, picking up the fallen ser- 
pents, but never touching a rattler 
while coiled. 
Although tho dancers 
seemed careless of any danger, I saw 
ono of the carriers get badly bitten in 
tho face, but he did not appear to 
mind it, while the blood trickled down 
over his neck. 


"The antelope priests, who remained 
on either side of the snake tent, eing- 
ing a weird chant, took the snakes 
from the gatherers as Foon as picked 
up. 
A group of gaily dressed Indian 
maidens, 
the 
sweethearts 
of 
the 
braves, stood at the base of the dance 
rock, and sprinkled cornmoal on the 
procession as it passed. 
But soon the 
last snake had been taken from the 
tent and the dance 
stopped. 
The 
chief snake priest made a ring of corn- 
meal on tho ground, and within this 
all of tho hissing vipers were thrown 
into a squirming heap. 
At once tho 
snake priests rushed forward, grabbed 
as many as he could carry, and, dash- 
ing down into the valley, scattered 
them to the four cardinal points of the 
compass. 
Returning, thevwere given 
a powerful emetic 
by their 
chief. 
Later 
each 
was 
given 
a 
soothing 
draught, was washed and 
prepared 
for the great feast which followed. 
For this feast the Indian maids brought 
great baskets of all sorts of food. This 
was eaten amid much jollification, and 
he who had been the bravest handler 
of the snakes was made the hero of 
the hour. "

The "pipe" bread of Italy Is baked in 
loavps two and throe foot long, while 
in Prance tho loaves nre mado in tlie 
shape of very long rolls four or five 
feet In length, and In many casos oven 
six feet. The broad of Paris is distrib- 
uted almost exclusively by women, who 
go to the various bake houses at 5:30 
a. m. and spend about an hour polishing 
up the loaves. 


After 
the 
loaves 
are 
thoroughly 
cleanaod of dust and grit the "bread 
porter" proceorts on the round of her 
customers. 
Those who live in apart- 
ments or flats find their loaves loaning 
against the door. 
Restaurateurs, and 
those having stroot entrances to thoir 
premises, find their supply of the staff 
of life propjiod up against the front 
door. The wagoearned by thoso bread 
carriers vary from a couple of shillings 
to half a crown a day, and thoir day's 
work is comploted by 10 o'clock in the 
morning.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

In the latter year ho was 
appointed Deputy Commissioner of 
luiernal Revenue,but after six months 
became clerk of the U. S. House of 
Represf-ntatives, which officb he held 
until 1875. 
He was chief of the bu- 
reau of engraving and printing 1877- 
78, editor of the Philadelphia Press 
1878 80; and again clerk of the House 
from 1881 3. 
He raised a company 
in 1861 for 
the Pennsylvania 
Re- 
serves, bat resigned after a brief sex'- 
vice in the 
field. 
He vi^as active in 
politics, a member of muuy political 
convi-ntions, and President of both 
National 
and Sta*.e conventions in 
1876 
He has lived in Gettysburg 
since 1879, and has taken a great im 
terest in tbe work of collating and 
preserving tbe fucts of local history. 


His wife (xVnnie D. Crawford, of 
Gettysburg, to whom he was married 
in 1862,) was absent from home, as 
was their daughter Anna. Four sons 
also survive him. 
His funeral took 
place Tuesday utternoon.

(finely minced), put'on slices,of but- 
tered toast. 
Bet in oven and brown. 


Ham Patties—Chop bits of boiled 
ham very fine (those uniitfor slicing). 
To this add- lor one pint of meat- 
one cup of bread crumbs, one tea» 
spoonful white i^epper, one saltspoon- 
ful celery salt, one-half cuo of milk. 
MIX, fill patty pans and bake twenty 
minutes. 


Oyster Loaf—One quart solid meat 
oysters, three eggs, oue-half cup fine- 
ly choj:ped ceJery, one saltsiJoonful 
white pepper, t^'o Rlices minced salt 
pork. 
Enough toasted bread crumbs 
to mold this into oblong Joaf, 
Dot 
this with bits of butter ancj bake in 
slow oven one hour. 


Broiled Sardines—American canned 
sarclinoB will answer very nicely for 
this and are much less 
expensive. 
Place tho fish on broiler (drained of 
all oil,) broil quickly over hot fire, 
Have toasted bread ready, cut as near- 
ly tho size of fish as possible. 
Lay 
fish on this with half-slice of lemon to 
each. 
Serve with lettuce and vinegar. 


Rissoles—When pastry is left from 
pies, etc., set avmy in cold place and 
it will keep u long time. 
Koll out 
very thin; 
out about the size of a 
cracker; in the center put one table* 
spoonful cold chopped soup meat oi 
any cold meat seasoned with salt, pep- 
per and sage; toil, and fry a delicate 
brown in very hot drippings, like a 
doughnut. 
Starve on a napkin with 
parsley. 


Tomato .Preserves -Select 
sound, 
yellov, 
peur-shaped tomatoes; wash 
and prick with a needle to prevent 
their bursting. 
Put their weight in 
sugar over them. Let stand over night. 
Next morning add enough water to 
cover them. 
Boil slowly until th^ 
fruit is 
clear and sirup is almost 
candied. 
Before taking up add tc 
each pound one sliced lemon, rind and 
allj and one small bit of 
fiip^er-root.

The woman screamed and dropped tho 
stick, and the snake was free to double 
on itself, which it did, and darted its 
fangs into Eeidy's hand.

To Prevent Pouilo liliK-ht, 


The so-called blight of potatoes 
due to a fungus which penetrates the 
plant all through, from the 
leaves 
downward into the roots, 
and then 
into the tubers * there, causing tlie 
black rot of this plant. 
The germs oi 
the fungus come in the air or they 
may be in the soil. In either case they 
begin their mischief on the leaves, on 
which the fine, silky threads of the 
plant may be seen by a common mag» 
nifying glass. Then is the time to de- 
stroy the parasite, which is done by 
spraying the plants with a solution o! 
four ounces of copper sulphate (blue 
vitriol) in two gallons of water; sis 
ounces of lime is slacked i/^ the same 
quantity of water; the two liquids are 
then mixed and strained, and a gallon 
more of water is added; the liquid it 
then sprayed on the leaves. 
If half a 
teaspoonful of paris green is 
added 
and stirred, the liquid will kill tho po- 
tato beetles at the same timei—New 
York Times.

soo tho rnsoally little tinimal, and wo 
don't llko him \yL i\ wo do soe him. 
and, apparontly ho doesn't liko us whou 
ho soos us, but ho Is ovory whoro—in tlu> 
Bowors, in tho houso drains, botwoon 
tho walls, botwoon our fioora and ooil- 
luKs—rats burrow uudor our buildings 
and in our ijnrdous. Thoy aro ¡ibovo 
us, beside us. and bolow us. 


Whorovor tho human is, thoro tho 
rat is; and he Is In somo othor plaoos 
whoro tho human isiï't. It is said that, 
fornjorly. In some of tho islands of tlio 
Pacillc, ho was tho only 
inhabitant. 
But, speaking gonorally, tho rat asso- 
ciatos himsolf with human civilization; 
ho travels from country to country in 
ships, and it is not unlikely that he 
takos occasional trips on tho railways. 
Some of the old romancéis say that he 
is a groat swimmer, and that multi- 
tudes of them havo boon known 
to 
cross rivors to find fresh pastures upon 
which to doprodate. 


Thoro are black rats and brown rats. 
Tho brown rat Is said to bo a native of 
tho East Indies or off Persia, and at 
loast ono naturalist Is of opinion that 
tho black rat is a nativo of 
North 
America. But thore is a dlft'cronco of 
opinion on the subjoot; and it has boon 
alleged that he Is a nativo overywhero. 
Mr. Watorton says that he belongs to 
Great Britain; at any rate, that ho was 
a familiar citizen there before tho ad- 
vent of the brown rat, which, he in- 
forms us. came into the Islands from 
Germany along with the House of Han- 
over. lie immediately made war upon 
the black rat, with tremendous effects, 
although black rats are still found in 
some British localities. 


St. Pierre says tliat tho dog Is n 
friend and the cat a courtier—that tho 
dog is attached to tlie person and the 
cat to the house of his master. 
But tho 
rat is neither a friend nor a courtier, he 
is for himself, first, last and all the 
time. 
He caros nothing either for the 
master or his houso, except as they fur- 
nish him with food and shelter. 
Ho 
toils not, neither does ho s])in; every- 
thing ho gets from tho man whose house 
or grounds he occupies he steals, and 
yet he manages to livo well; he is al- 
ways fat and sleek and usually has a 
large family. 


It takos a great deal of food to feed 
the rats of Newark; and how so largo 
a population manages to koop allvo and 
in such good ccndition is past nil under- 
standing. 
The rat is not very particu- 
lar as to his food, it is true, and if ho 
is very hungry ho will till liimsolf with 
iron lllings, if he can got nothing olso: 
und Avhon ho is dry and can get no 
water will drink beor or whisky, and 
will get as drunk as a lord. Moiv? than 
once, to our cotrain knowledge, ho has 
depleted our ink well. 
Tlioy aro great 
scavengers; they keep us fi(»o from a 
good deal of vermin that might other- 
wise bailie us, and occasionally thoy oat 
each other. It 'Is said that thoy once uto 
a bishop. 
Doubtless, this was a bad 
bishop and a moan man, and it is fair 
to the rats to say that his reputation 
was of that description. 


Occasionally a rat is domesticated, 
and, in fact, is a handsome animal. It 
is said by ono well acquainted with him 
that a close acquaintance dispels our 
antipathy. 
Tliis gontlem;ui says that 
their sharp and handsome bonds, their 
bright eyes, their intelligent looks, their 
slook skins, are the very reverso of re- 
pulsivo," and that "ihoro is a positive 
attraction in the beautiful manner in 
which thoy sit licking their paws and 
wasliing their faces, an occupation in 
which thoy pass a considerable» part of 
thoir thne." This muy all be very true, 
and probably is; but our oillce cat Is a 
very useful animal, all the same.
